Leaders Propose Tax Revision 
To Seek Industrial Support 



OTTAWA, Nov. 11 (BUP) — 
The 1956 National Conference of 
Canadian Universities ended to- 
night' with an appeal by the, na- 
tion's top educators for "larger and 
more frequent grants to universi- 
ties." 

The conference resolved that 
this should be accomplished by 
revising federal and-, provincial 
income and succession taxes to 
"provide more inducement to ci- 
tizens, business and industry'* to 
give more for higher education. 

Thfee days of speeches and de- 
bate at the 1 Chateau Laurier Hotel 
bared one paramount fact — ex- 
pressed In an end-of-conference 
resolution — "that it Is the urgent 
duty (of university officials) to 
want people that the problem of 
universities Is of grava concern." 
Mara Institutions 

A special call went out to the 
proWndal-gwetnment- te> establish 
'.'more Institutions of technology 
comparable to the Ryerson Insti- 
tute of Technology (at Toronto) 
and other institutions for educa- 
tion*! and technical training at a 
non-university level." 
. Tha conference's final business 
was to pass a motion of thanks to 
Prime Minister Louis St Laurent 
"for his preslnce and address" at 
tha conference banquet Monday 
night 

Mr. St Laurent announced then 
that tha government proposed to 
ask parliament to; 

1. Increase the federal university 
grants from $8 million to |16 mil- 
lion yearly. 

2. Earmark $50 million to help 
university building projects In the 
next 10 years.' 

3.. Provide a $50 million endow- 
ment, for establishment of a Ca 
nada Council on the Arts. 
Quebec réaction 

The Prime Minister's propost 
tions were warmely received by 
most of tha university heads at 
the conference. The reaction of 
Quebec Government authorities 
wu. eagerly awaited, considering 
Premier Maurice Duplessis' refusal 
in past years to accept the federal 

' Favorable comment came from 
three Quebec university leaders 
during today's . discussions. They 
were Or. F. Cyril James, Principal 
of McGUl; A. Tremblay, Professor 
of Education, Laval University; and 
Msgr. Irenée Lussler, Rector of the 
University of Montreal. 

James said ; "There . is nothing 
lh the patterns of federal grants 
that invades provincial responsi- 
bility and there Is no barrier that 
I know of to acceptance of these 
grants." 

Tremblay's stand on the issue 
was also clear-cut. "We want fede- 
ral grants to bo accepted by Que- 
bee universities as well as other 



Canadian universities," he ssid. 
' Lussier said: "Granting full cre- 
dence to the assurance that tha 
funds we are offered shall never 
be a pretext for infringing upon, 
our education system, a move wa 
could never countenance, I be- 
lieve that the "(grants) could ba 
accepted."

It was difficult to get 'the extra 
money to make up adequate sala- 
ries, he said, "Because perhaps,' 
expendituree on personnel create 
no tangible monument to donors' 
generosity." 

Keirstead warned that, in the" 
social sciences field at least, tha 
"inevitable heavier teaching loads, 
the less satisfying teaching condi- 
tions will rob University teaching 
of some of its tangible qualities 
which presently lead men into the 
profession even at some financial 
sacrifice.".. 

Gendron looked at the staff 
problem from the angle ol physical 
and natural sciences. He deplored 
the position of engineering pro* 
fessors who must take summer 
jobs to supplement their. low sala- 
ries, . 

"It is my claim," he said, "that, 
given proper salaries, engineering 
professors would spend their time 
much more profitably in their own' 
laboratories conducting original 
research on engineering problème 
and helping Industry in, that way."

It is to the credit of the editors 
-Jt the McGill Dally that an issue 
of vital importance to the welfare 
ef any community- and its govern- 
ment has been raised. The issue 
is the questioning of the actions 
-and decisions of the governing 
J body of the Students' Society, the 
Students* Executive Council. 

Such interest has been welcomed 
and encouraged by the SEC in the 
past and will similarly be welcomed 
in the future. Indeed, it Is -only 
with such continual examination 
! method and policy by the mem 
9f the Students' Society can 
ive and responsible govern 
be achieved. 
'More specifically, the issues cen- 
ter around the question of making 
the meetings of the SEC open to 
the student body at large. The 
issue - is not a new one. It was 
'. raised and debated at great length, 
' last year. While superficially it is 
inconceivable that any one could 
question the obligation of a "de- 
mocratic legislature" to hold its 

meeting open to the electorate, 






upon closer examination the issue 
is not so clear cut. To define the 
SEC as a legislature Is to speak 
only a half truth. 

It is true that the Council has all 
the responsibilities of a legislative 
body In a dcmocratkftoclety. How- 
ever, in practice, the exercise of 
its legislative responsibilities con- 
sumes but a .small portion of Its 
time. The great part of the Coun- 
cil's efforts are devoted to duties 
which are somewhat analagous to 
those of a Board of Directors of 
corporation' and to the Cabinet 
of the Canadian Government That 
is, the same Council makes ap- 
pointments, conducts diplomatic 
relations, rules on employee sala 
ries and benefits, etc., and as well 
acts as the voice of .the student 
body. 

' Pr.vtice has demonstrated in: 
controvcrsibly that to be truly 
effective, the executive functions 
of a ruling body must be conducted 
in . camera. However, once the 
executive has reached a decision, 
it is its duty to submit , and to 
justify its decisions .before the 
publie. This is the practice fol- 
lowed by the Canadian Cabinet as 



Cabinet. In the systems in which 
these bodies operate, however, 
there is made a distinction between 
the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment and the legislature (the 
Cabinet as distinct from the Par- 
liament). One holds, its meetings 
In private while the other conducts 
its affairs In sessions which, are 
open to the public. 

In the Students' Society no such 
distinction Is made. The same body 
of sixteen elected representatives, 
In a single meeting, will deliberate 
on matters of both an executive 
and. legislative nature, as previous- 
ly defined, 

. If we accept, then, the supposl 
tions which have. been enumerated 
above, and which in fact are the 
views and practices ■ of contem 
porâry political officers and theo- 
rists, we must also accept the pre- 
sent SEC policy of closed meetings. 

But, is It necessary that both the. 
executive and . legislative matters 
of the. Students' Society be delibe- 
rated at the same meeting, or even 
by the same, body? Could not a 
distinction be' made between these 
two functions such that it Is pos- 
sible to have the advantages of 



same time, Jeopardizing the free- 
dom of the representatives to act 
in a' manner that is intellectually 
honest and -not Just popular? 

The answers to these questions, 
in fact, have been the very ones 
which we have been trying to de- 
termine in the past months. The 



possibilities which exist are illimi- 
table. However, many, while elimin- 
ating the difficulties of the present 
system, pose others equally bad in 
their stead. Some alternatives have 
been formally formulated and are- 
to be discussed at the next meeting 
of the Council.

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Somers - Private Support 
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We now realize that our enroll- 
ment of itudenti will be doubled 
thin the next ten yean. Even 
Ith thif increase we shall provide 
for less than one-third of the high 
school graduates of university ca- 
libre — many of them not attend- 
ing our.. universities because they 
cannot afford to pay our fees. .- 
We know that this necessitates 
for the universities i -very large 
Increase in qualified staff. This 
will pose one of our greatest prob- 
lems because of the comparatively 
small number in graduate schools, 
and the competition of government 
and industry for many of these. 
We also know that the facilities 
of our Canadian universities must 
be greatly increased. 

A Chslle-no* 
; The big question is whether Ca- 
nada can nseet this challenge and 
equip our universities . in such a 
way' that they may perform the 
task ■before them. The efforts 
which we have nude so far fall far 
' short of our needs and responsibi- 
lities. 

Are business and industry pos- 
sible sources of a' substantial part 
of the funds needed? Our Cana- 
dian tax laws permit corporations 
to deduct 5 per cent of their in- 
come for charitable' purpose. In 
other words, the 1 government tells 
corporations that it, considers the 
support of. charity so important 
that it will accept less in taxes if 
Industry supports these causes. Do 
Canadian' business- and industry 
tike advantage of. this concession 
in order to support charity? In 
1946 corporations contributed $10,- 
549,000 or three-fourths of one per 
cent; and in 1053, $26,327,000, or 
one per cent .of net taxable in- 
come. This is certainly far below 
the allowed 5 per cent And where 
i money go ?

Study On Gifts 

The Committee on Corporate 
Giving in Canada has made a study 
of 878 corporations for thé two 
tax years 1046 and 1031. In the 
first year they found that 14 per 
cent of the contributions of these 
corporations went to universities; 
in 1031, 10.7 per cent If the, con- 
tributions of the corporations 
studied are an indication of the 
Importance in which they ranked 
charitable donations, then certainly 
they did not. class the universities 
as Important recipients of aid. To 
my. mind this did not show a lack 
of interest on the part of Canadian 
corporations, -but rather that our 
universities had not presented 
their needs. — ^ clearly, definitely, 
and persuasively. 

The Answer v. 

What then is the answer ? In the 
Canadian ' Conference of Universi- 
ties we have, thirty-one degree 
granting institutions. We regard 
them as national Institutions, con- 
tributing to the welfare of higher 
education throughout the country. 
Competition between universities 
in Canada has given way to mutual 
association in many fields. I be- 
lieve that we can make our greatest 
co-operative effort by uniting in 
one organizing all of our degree 
granting institutions for one Joint 
appeal annually to Canadian in- 
dustry. This would mean the set- 
ting up of one organization . for 
this purpose for the whole country; 
the marshalling of our best talents 
to put the cue of bur universities 
clearly and persuasively to busi- 
ness and industry; the setting of 
an annual objective . and . the 
putting into motion of the ma- 
chinery 'necessary to approach 
business and Industry. 



Since before the war the revenue 
obtained from ' student fees has 
Increased roughly In the same pro- 
portion as to tar university opera- 
ting expenditures. Consequently, It 
is not possible to obtain subs tan tial 
additional, revenue from this sour- 
ce, aside from the increase result- 
ing from the growth' in enrolment. 
Indeed, it would not be desirable 
to seek large increase from this 
course, having In mind the impor- 
tance of not adding further to the 
financial deterrents in the way of 
these qualified for- higher educa- 
tion. • : 

Many of' the universities, parti- 
cularly the provincial institutions, 
obtain their main financial support 
from the provincial governments. 
A -large part of the additional re- 
venues, '—' Including grants for 
capital facilities, required to take 






Matthews- 

About one-third of the high- 
school students who come to the 
universities- of Canada fail, for 
academic reasons, to graduate. This 
is a shocking figure, yet while It 
shocks it naturally suggests a solu- 
tion of many of the troubles we 
hâve- come to Ottawa to discuss. 
Let us simply refuse to admit this 
third. If we rejected the applica- 
tions of these bad students who 
ing to fail we could, without 
ig 'oiir staff or building a 
single new classroom, admit many 
more students — all good ones. 
Our colleges would be filled, but 
not uncomfortably so, with bright 
young men and women all working 
hard, all passing their examina- 
tions, all obtaining degrees, and 
all a great credit to. their .alma 
mater. 

Where Canadian studies of aca- 
demic failures have taken ' into 
account intelligence tests admin- 
istered by the schools the students 
come from, the general conclusion 
seems to be that lack of intrinsic 
mental ability is seldom the sole 
cause of academic failure. 

Reasons 

A student who fails at college 
must presumably do so for one 
or more of these reasons : 




-J . 
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1. Our entrance^ requirements 
are not. stiff enough, so that we 
have admitted a man who either 
lacks the necessary intelligence or 
^Inadequately prepared. . 

2. The entrance examinations 
themselves are unreliable and 
should be blamed. Alternatively, 
of course, our own examination 
marks may not be valid and we 
are, perhaps, throwing out the 
wrong man. 

3. He has serious' personal prob- 
lems. 

More Discipline. 

In my opinion there should be 
more- compulsion and more disci- 
pline In our first years! It is my 
experience that the happiest group 
of students we have are those who 
are passing their examinations 
with confidence. To make a s tu 
dent work hard, especially If the 
compulsion is not obvious, is not 
to make him miserable, but to 
make him happy — and the same 
principle probably applies to our 
staff. More class tests, more term 
tests, more tutorials, heavier penal- 
ties for slacking, may together 
sound like echoes from a penitcn 
liary, but in practice they would 
I believe, add to the happiness of 
our students and be in the interests 
of Canada.

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care of the sharply rising enrol- 
ment over the next ten years, will 
undoubtedly have to come from 
this source. The question is, will 
it be enough, having regard to the 
magnitude of the need and the 
speed with which It will arise ? 
The provincial, governments, in- 
cluding the municipalities, over 
the next five to ten years, are 
confronted 'also by very sharply 
rising expenditures on primary and 
secondary education for which they 
are responsible under thé consti- 
tution. 

.Municipal Aid 
In the past, the municipalities 
have not given any substantial 
assistance to the universities. The 



municipalities, especially those in 
which the universities* are located, 
derive substantial direct benefits , 
which would justify a somewhat 
greater measure of .support. 

Federal assistance could take 
one or more of several forms. An 
immediate step would be to in- 
crease significantly the present 
national university grants by 
raising the per capita allocation 
from SO cents to $1.50. Such a step 
would cost an additional $16,000> 
0OO and would expand university 
revenues by slightly more than one 
fifth. Such an increase would make 
possible, an improvement in 
teachers salaries' and an improve*
